ABOUT VACANT PULPITS. 
At the Presbyterian general assembly 
which is now in session in New York, a 
report was submitted showing that over 
five hundred pulpits were vacant in the 
large synods of half a dozen states. The 
report which is not by any means a dis­ 
couraging one, contains this paragraph: 
According to the last minutes there 
are 518 vacant churches in the large and 
vigorous synods of New York, Pennsyl- 
vanie, Ohio. Indiana, aid Michigan; not 
ali vacant from their own feebleness, 
but presumably largely from that cause. 
We find there ere 354 churches rn these 
synods that have lefs tnan thirty mem­ 
bers each. It is useless to try to belittle 
the picture by saying the New York synod 
has 804 churches, while it is confronted 
with ninety-nine vacant churches, or 
seventy-five with less than thirty mem • 
hers; or tnat Pennsylvania has 1,059 
churches, with 180 vacant and eighty 
that have less than thirty members eaoh. 
There must be a cause for this, and 
the main question is, what is it? It is not 
because the Presbyterian church is de­ 
clining, because it is not, for the church 
is stronger to-day by fifty thousand than 
it ever was before. A statement is made 
that “the serious obstacle that stands be­ 
tween the pulpit and the natural source 
of supply, is the iron-bound creed relat­ 
ing to God’s eternal decrees,” which, in 
|heory is that sinners are consigned to an 
eternal hell on the principle of foreor­ 
dination and predestination, for the 
eternal glory of God. 
But this can hardly be the cause of so 
many vacant pulpits, for the fact Us that 
this old dogma is practically a dead let­ 
ter in the'Presbyterian book of faith, and 
frcm the pal pit of that church as well as 
from the pulpits of other churches, come 
the divine tidings of love, pence, and 
good will. * 
The trouble lits somewhere else. Other 
denominations whose creeds do not con­ 
tain the old dogma of foreordination and 
predestination, are not much better off 
than the Presbyterians so far as vacant 
pulpits are concerned. 
In one promi­ 
nent and populous denomination, there 
is a preesmg need for over fifty minis­ 
ters—not for small churches in the ter­ 
ritories and the newer states—but for 
churches in larger towns and m cities of 
considerable size. Men of scholarship 
and good pulpit powers are in demand in 
all denominations. 
The churches can’t 
get enough of them. Other professions— 
the legal and the medical for instance— 
are crowded in every town and city and 
hundreds are being driven to the walls 
for lack of business, but churches compe­ 
tent to pay liberal salaries are raising the 
Macedonian cry to young men of brains 
and christian spirit, bat the response is 
not equal to the needs of the churches. 
It will be interesting to not e the pro­ 
ceedings of the Presbyterian general as­ 
sembly on the report touching vacant 
pulpits,and to watoh the drift of dis­ 
cussion thereon.

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A Passenger Train Derailed 99^ thcJCars 
Thrown O vsf a Steep Embank­ 
m ent—Eight alen CraiheV 
SJL. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 25.*-Tbe St. Louis 
& San Francisco train which left hero at 
9:15 Thursday night was wrecked at a 
point three miles west of Sullivan, Mo. 
Forty-five persons wore seriously hurt and 
not a passenger escaped injury of some 
sort. 
It was 11:25 p. rn. when tho accident oc­ 
curred. 
The train was traveling at a high 
rate of speed and most of the passengers 
had already gone to sloop, while tho few 
remaining awake t were about to do so. 
There is a curve in the road about throe 
miles west of Sullivan, aud when this 
point was reached a sudden jolt and Jar 
was felt all over the train. 
Everybody 
felt it, and the people in tho rear cars 
could hear the forward coaches rattling 
and tumbling over tho ties and the crush­ 
ing noises of cars boing demolished.

The yeas 
m d nays were demanded, an I by a vote of 
Od yeas to 38 nays the motion of tho gen­ 
tleman from Moultrie prevailed and tho 
motion to postpone was tabled. 
Without dobate Mr. Baker promptly 
moved the previous question and upon a 
vive voco vote tho motion prevailed. 
“ Tho clerk will call tho roll upon tho 
concurrence in tho Senate amendment*, ” 
said Speaker Miller, abd without further 
delay the last round in tho memorable 
legislative contest began. 
From tho vory 
beginning it was apparent that tho oppon­ 
ents of the bill wero to I e badly worsted. 
By a veto of Do yeas to 3 7 nays tho Senate 
amendments wero concurred in. 
After tho 
applause of victory had subsided, Mr. 
Crafts formally moved to reconsider nnd 
his motion was promptly laid upon tho 
table. 
Thus tho moasuro which is to solve 
tho great drainage and waterway pfotl.m 
has passed through tho ordeal of legisla­ 
tion and only awaits tho signature of tho 
Governor to become a law. 
Tho frichds of 
the bill do not doubt that tho signature 
will bo forthcoming at tho proper mo­ 
ment. 
Tho Senate bill appropriating £0,000 to 
erect a monument in memory of Illinois 
soldiers on the battlo field of Gettysburg 
was read. 
Tho Secretary of State reported tho 
amendments of that body to tho Sheridan 
driveway bill of Mr. Baker. 
Concurred in. 
lh* House refused to concur in tho 
Senate amendment reducing the appro­ 
priation of tho Kankakee insane hospital, 
and the bill was ordered to conference. 
On motion of Mr. Buchanan tho rules 
were suspended for the purpose of taking 
up the Military Code bill on third reading. 
It failed to pass, receiving 29 yeas and 82 
nays. 
In tho Senate the House bill providing 
that all females hereafter sentenced to tho 
penitentiary shall bo sent to Joliet, and 
providing for tho transfer to tho Joliet 
X>onitentiary of all female convicts now 
confined at Chester, was passed. 
(■■■ 
Tho House bill making appropriament 
(£80,000) for tho ordinary aud contingent 
expenses of tho Illinois National Guard*, 
was passed without opposition. 
A msssage from tho Governor announced 
the appointment of James Bottom, of Ran­ 
dolph county, to succeed himself as trus­ 
tee of tho Southern Illinois Hospital for 
tho insar.o at Anna. 
Tho Houso bill providing for tho cree 
tion of an asylum for insane criminals at 
Chester, and appropriating $95,000 there­ 
for, was passed. 
Tho Houso bill (Mr. Wells! authorizing 
horse and dummy railways to change their 
motive power, which was once sent to third 
reading and reconsidered, again caino up 
on second reading. 
After a lengthy de­ 
late, tho bill was again advanced to third 
reading without amen^uieut. 
Tho House bill making an appropriation 
of $3,000 to indemnify Sophia L. Hicks 
for damages caused by tho removal by tho 
canal commissioners of a dam at New 
Havon failed to pass, 21 to 22. 
Tho Senate then took a recess to 2:30 p. 
rn.

Tho front parlor is no doubt wbero tho 
murderers killed tho physician.

front door, must have been felled to tho floor 
Dy a cowardly blow from behind, and them 
when unconscious tho fatal wounds in the 
head were inflicted. 
Tho victim must have 
biod profusely, for tho stairs leading to tho 
front door aro saturated with Wood. 
Tho cotta go where tho bloody deed wa? 
done is a story and a half high und con­ 
tains six room—two parlors separated by 
folding doors, a kitchen in tho rear of the 
houso, aud a bcd room off from each of tho 
large 
fooms. 
Thoro is also a largo 
pantry off tho 
kitchen. 
Tho 
front 
parlor, 
whore tho doctor was struck 
down, is tho largest room and contains 
three windows—two In front facing west 
and ouo on the south side of tho house. 
When tho folding doors are open a view 
can he*obtained through tho kitchen win­ 
dow of tho littlo cottage occupied by tho 
Carlsons. 
Thoro is an attic and a cellar 
connected with tho place, but neither 
apprtniont eau be reached from tho main 
floor. 
At present thoro is no furniture in tho 
houso witfi thp exception of a now dressing 
case, which Stands in tho southeast corner 
of tho front parlor, and a I ed and mattress 
in tho bedroom adjoining tho parlor whore 
tho doctor was killod. 
The Story of the Cottage. 
Tho story of this cottage is a strange one. 
On March 20 two men called on tho Carl­ 
sons and off* rod to rent tho vacant build­ 
ing. 
Tho Carlsons aro not particularly 
observant peoplo, and tho general descrip­ 
tion they have offered of their tenants says 
that both wore heavy sot, of a medium age, 
with dark] complexions and smooth faces. 
One of them at least, Mrs. Carlson is posi­ 
tive, wore tho clothing of a workingman. 
They represented about tho neighborhood 
that they wero going to work for Sullivan, 
tho iceman, and that their sister would act 
as their housekeeper. 
Theso same peoplo wero not seen in tho 
houso again for several days, when they 
went thoro with bolts of carpeting and also 
move<l in all tho furniture there is now in 
the houso—a yellow washstand and bureau 
aud a bedstead. 
Thoro was nothing in tho 
drawers of tho bureau or washstand. 
After getting theso few effects moved 
into the houso tho two men again dis­ 
appeared for a week or more, ouly to turn 
up again on April 20, whon they paid $12 
in advance for another month’s rent. 
They explained their delay in occupying 
tho house by saying their sister had l«on 
seriously ill in tho hospital and w as unablo 
to begin her housekeeping duties. 
Only 
once since tho visit of April 20 has thoro 
been observed a sign that would indicate 
tho presence of anybody about the houso. 
That occasion was at night about tho time 
of Dr. Cronin's disappearance, when lights 
were seen flitting about tho rooms. 
Tho basement or half cellar of tho houso 
was not used by the mysterious tenants. 
But a small part of it, used as a coal bin. 
was floored over. 
Loaning against this 
bin was found a spado, which gave tho 
police an idea that tho dead physician’s 
case and clothes might have boon buried in 
tho cellar. 
Officers dug away in the cellar 
and in the lot surrounding tho house, but 
they found nothing. 
They carefully ex­ 
plored all tho catch basins near tho houso 
and about tho spot whero tho body was 
discovered, but got no trace of Cronin’s 
effects. 
John A. Lindgren, the son-in-law of Mr. 
aud Mrs. Carlson, told an interesting story 
of the dealings of the two men who rented 
their house giving the substance of tho 
abovo facts and adding: 
“ A few days 
aftc^j the men returned. 
They went in­ 
to the house they had rented, walked 
around to tho rear, and talked to obi Mr. 
and Mrs. Carlson. 
It was then that they 
told the old folks 
they w6ro1 brothers. 
They said their namo was Williams and 
their sister was still sick, byt that 
tho 
physicians thought she would recover. 
While they were in the room one of Ahem 
called tho other 
“ Will.” 
They went 
away and neither of them 
returned .until 
tho 20th of April. 
Tho ouo who had first 
called upon tho old folks came again and 
paid them $12 for another 
month’s rent 
Ho said that his sister was still In tho 
hospital. 
“The old folks are not very well posted 
in tho ways of the World, and believed tho 
stories the men told about .tho sister in tho 
hospital and the rest, Until one day about 
two weeks ago one of tho neighbors told 
the old man that he had seen lights in the 
cottage In the evening/ Now that the story 
of tho murder is in the

sure that thJ m&fi saw th i lights in tho cot­ 
tage on that particular Saturday night. 
At any rate, we all talked it over and do­ 
ll led that there was something wrong. 
We decided that the best thing we cjuld 
do would be to haVo them put out if they 
came around to pay aby more rent.

nounce his story a lie. 
Operatives from both tho Finkerton and 
Mooney & Boland agencies are at work 
on tho case. 
VV’hat appeared to l»e a very 
important conference between State's At­ 
torney I.ongenocker, Inspector Ebersold, 
Capt. Wing, Lieut. Sehuttler, and Superin­ 
tendents Robinson and|Lonergan of tho two 
detective agencies namo*I was hold at tho 
I.ako View police station.

A Milk.nan’s Story. 
William Mertes, a milk dealer, who lives 
i n Woodside avenue, a door or two north 
o; Addison, tolls a remarkable story, which 
has an important bearing on tho investiga­ 
tion. 
Two weeks ago last Saturday night 
between 8:30 and 9 o’clock Mertes loft his 
horse to visit tho grocery a short block 
so .th of tho Carlson cottage. 
Ho walked 
cn-t on Addison avenue to Ashland, and 
then turned south on tho cast sidewalk. As 
ho neared tho Carlson cottage a buggy 
containing two men rolled up to tho edge 
of tho ditch. 
One of tho mon, whom 
Mertes describes as a tall and apparently 
athletic man, sprang from tho buggy und 
mn up tho front stairs ofjtlie cottage, tho 
d or of which was thrown open before ho 
even knocked for admission. 
Scarcely had 
the door closed again when tho sound of 
loud and angry voices within tho cottage 
startled tho milk dealer. 
He locked 
searchingly at tho man in tho buggy, 
* wondering what had brought him to that 
I lonely neighborhood at such an hour of th » 
I night, but the stranger’s faco was shrouded 
J by tho brim of a soft hat, and Mertes was 
* unable to tell whether ho was stout or 
I slender, or fair or dark. 
Tho follow whip- 
’ ped his horso into a gallop, drove to Ad 
* dis uj avenue and then turned in th* 
I dire tiou of the lake. 
! 
Motes describes the man who entered 
tho cottage as having worn a long brown 
o.ercoat, and Mrs. Conklin says that Dr. 
Cronin wore a long brown overcoat tho 
night he left his office. 
This confirm? the 
impression that tho man whom Mertes saw 
enter tho « ottago was no other than the 
doctor, and that tho noises which startled 
him were mado by tho doctor’s murderers 
whilo performing their bloody work. 
When Dr. Cronin’s disappearance was 
first reported, Officer Broderick of tho 
Lake View station reported that ho hail 
seen a horse aud buggy and two mon in 
Ashland avenue, near Diversey street, 
about I) o’clock on tho night of May -I. 
The horso was running northward at an 
easy gait, and tho officer was ablo to look 
closely at tho mon. 
From his description 
of them it was thought at the time tbnt 
they were Dr. Cronin and tho mysterious 
stranger who took him away from his 
( lark street office’earlier in tho evening. 
But littlo attention was paid to tho matter 
at tho time. 
Nhw, however, that it is set 
tied that Dr. Cronin was murdered in Ash­ 
land avenue, more imjjortance is attached 
to Broderick's report. 
A nother Im portant Clue. 
Tho whito horso and tho buggy which 
carried the man who lured Dr. Cronin to 
his atrocious death have been discovered, 
and tho man who ordered tho rig, accord­ 
ing to tho story of tho livery-stable keeper, 
is a detective in tho employ of tho Chicago 
l*olico force 
and 
his namo is Daniel 
Coughlin, according to tho Times. 
Coughlin who is now detailed at tho 
East Chica o avonuo station was tho man 
who, tho morning of Saturday, May 4, 
called upon Patrick Dinan, at his livery 
stable, 260 North Clark street. 
lie gavo 
notice that a “ friend” would call at about 
7 that evening, and that ho was to bo givon 
a horse and buggy. 
“ If you givo him tho rig I will pay for 
It,’’ said tho officer. 


That evening tho “friend” called and 
Mr. Db.an ordered a wlilto horso—now aa 
historical animal—to be hitched 
to a 
buggy. 
At tho samo tirao another client 
of Mr. Dinan’s was having a sorrel horso 
hitched to another vehicle. 
“ I would rather havo that horso,” sug­ 
gested tho “friend,” “and I would also 
like to havo that buggy, because it has 
sido curtains.” 
Ho was told that he could have neither, 
as both the horso and buggy which had 
suited his purpose had been engaged for 
some timo In advance. 
“Then put sido curtains on my buggy,” 
persisted Coughlin’s friend. 
Even this demand was denied, there be 
ing no sido curtains in the stablo. 
Mr. Dinan describes tho man as l»eing 
about 35 years of ago and of ordinary 
hoigbt and build. 
Ho had a week’s 
growth of beard on his faco and wore a 
soft felt hat with a narrow tumed-up rim. 
At al>out 7:15 o’clock the man left tho 
stable with the rig and drovo north on 
Clark street. 
According to Frank Scanlan 
it was five minutes thereafter when tho 
stranger drove to 470 North Clark s’rect 
ani informed Dr. Cronin that he was 
wnnto I at Sullivan's ice house. 
Dr. Cronin was never again seen until 
his lody was found last Wed nos lay. 
The whito horse and tho buggy were re­ 
turned to th© stablo by Coughlin’s friend 
at 9:30, or just two hours and fifteen 
minutes after they had been hired.

Oar readers are doubtless all familiar 
with the Robinson poisoning cases, which 
have recently come to light in Somer­ 
ville, Mass., a saberb of Boston. 
It seems that eight death have occur 
red from arsenical poisoning, seven in one 
family, and within five years. Ilia doubt­ 
ful if the murderers would have been 
brought to justice had not an organiza­ 
tion in which the victims were insured 
began an investigation as to why so 
many persons bad suddenly died in one 
family. 
But the sensation from a medical point 
of view connected (with the case, took 
place in Boston at a recent meeting of 
the Massachusetts Medical Legal Society 
when 
it 
was 
stated 
by 
Dr. 
Holt 
that 
|there 
was 
general 
ignorance of the symptoms of arsenical 
poisoning and because of such ignorance 
the Robinson poisoning cases had gone 
on without arousing the suspicion of 
medical men. The Robinson oases were 
all treated by regular physicians, with 
ccrrect diplomas, men supposed to know 
what they were doctoring for, and to 
know the effect of drugs on certain dis­ 
eases. Yet iu the five deaths from arsen­ 
ical poisoning of which we speak, certi­ 
ficates of death were given tor pneumonia, 
typhoid fever, meningitis, bowel disease, 
and Bright’s Disease.
